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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner takes the position that the system as 
taught by Kamen. discloses a state signal (36) which indicates the state of a patient's heart (see Kamen at col. 5 lines 1-32). similar to 
Applicant's broad definition of a state signal (see Applicant's specification at paragraph 21), which is broadly interpreted as capable of 
being representative of three values of at least three degrees of deviation (see Kamen at col. 9 lines 24-38 and Figures 14-17). Both the 
Gilham and Kamen reference teach of systems that monitor a patient's heart condition by plotting data obtained over R-R intervals (see 
Gilham at col. 6 lines 63-65 and col. 7 lines 22-25. and Kamen at col. 5 lines 1-6). Examiner maintains the position that it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary sl^ill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the Gilham reference with the teachings of the 
Kamen reference to include geometric point pattern identification as taught by Kamen to enhance the ability to monitor the state of a 
patienfs heart. Therefore. Examiner maintains the position that the Gilham reference teaches of obvious modifications over claims 7-17 in 
view of Kamen reference and further in view of the Levitan et al. reference. Further, the amendments to claim 16 raise new issues that 
would require further consideration. 
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
